THE MINOR DRAMA. 


Copy of a letter addressed to the Right Hon. 
Roserr Peet, M. P., Secretary of State for 
the Home Department, respecting the proposed 
introduction of a Bill, to repeal so much of the 
Act of 10th Geo. II. c. 28, as requires notice to 
be sent to the Lord Chamberlain, previously to 
the Representation of any New Play or Enter- 
tainmentof the Stage, or any addition tou an 
Old Play; and showing that the consequence of 
such an Act would be to Confirm the Monopoly 
claimed by the Proprietors of Drury-lane and 
Coveat- 
the Minor Theatres. 

Sir,—Mr. Lennard having given notice of a 
motion respecting the Act of the 10th Geo. II., 
cap. 28, allow me to call your attention to that 
circumstance, 

By the 3d and 4th section it is provided, in 
substance, ‘* That no person shall act, or cause 
to be acted, any new play, or any part therein, 
or any new part added to an old play, or any 
prologue or epilogue, unless a true copy thereof 
be sent to the Lord Chamberlain fourteen days 
before the acting, &c. and that the Lord Cham- 
berlain may prohibit the same as he thinks fit: 
and if any person shall act without such copy 
being sent, or against such prohibition, he shall 
forfeit 50/., and the license of the play-house 
shall cease, determine, and become absolutely 
void,’’ 

Great as is the reputation which you have de- 
rived from your revision of the Criminal Law, I 
am satisfied that a revision of the numerous 
acts relating to dramatic performances would 
produce a result to the lettered ahd the unletter- 
ed public not unworthy of a patriotic states- 
man. 

A short review of them will show this to be a 
desideratum, and that the measure proposed 
will be in fact an act of oblivion and indemnity 
to the two Patent Theatres, against their own 
violations of the laws, whereby they will be en- 
abled to annihilate the Minor Theatres; Theatres 
which during the last half century have delight- 
ed and improved an immense population, pre- 
cluded by distance from enjoying those of 
Covent-garden and Drury-lane. 

The statutes relating to this subject extended 
from Elizabeth to the 28th Geo. III.; but those 
calling for present observation are, the 10th 
Geo. IL., cap. 28, the 25th Geo. II., cap. 86, 
and the 28th Geo. IIL., cap. 30. 

The former of these Acts, and the same may 
be said of every Act upon the subject, does not 
seek to prevent dramatic entertainments, but to 
regulate and keep within wholesome limits a 
passion which, from the days of Thespis to our 
own, has mixed itself with the destinies of great 
states. It assigns opprobrium and punishment 
to unsettled and dissolute strollers; but it re- 
cognizes the legal institutions of the day, requir- 
ing only that their productions sha'l be subject 
to the authority of the Lord Chamberlain, in 
the manner above stated. 

The Act of the 25th Geo. II, also aims at re- 
gulation, not prohibition, It enacts (Sec. 2 and 
3) “that Magistrates shall be authorized to 
grant,at any Michaelmas quarter sessions after 
1752, their license to any house, room, or gar- 
den, to be kept for public dancing, music or 
other public entertainments of the like kind, 
within the citics of London and Westminster, or 
twenty miles of the same.’’ Under the sanction 
of this Act, low and coarse entertainments have 
given way to more refined representations, and 
the environs of London have produced such 
performers and performances as wuld not have 
disgraced the larger theatres. Government be- 
came sensible of this fact, and continued to en- 
courage well-regulated exhibitions of the drama 
until the 2Sth Geo. II[., when, as if determined 
to convey to the whole nation a taste for legiti- 
mate productions, and that improvement which 





cannot but attend an acquaintance with those 
poets, of whom every Briton is justly proud, the 
Legislature authonzed Magistrates at their 
quarter sessions, to grant ** to any city, town, 
or place, a license to play for sixty days, such 
plays or entertainments of the stage as are re- 
presented at the licensed theatres in Westmin- 
ster, or have been submitted to the Lord Cham- 
berlain, provided they are not within twenty 
miles of Westminster, or eight miles of any li- 
censed theatre.’* The consequence which soon 
followed this Act was, a theatre of some sort or 
other, in almost every market-town in England; 
and I can most safely appeal-to you, Sir, as an 
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' and contemplative statesman, 
whether any statute in our books has contribut- 
ed more to intellectual 


country, than is likely to be inspired in the gi 
shop or tap-room.* , _ 
Of these advantages, that prodigious portion 
of our fellow subjects who inhabit the outskirts 
of the metropolis is about to be deprived, unless 
you shall be pleased to interfere, and take the 
whole subject under your consideration. I may 
mistake the object of Mr. Lenaard’s motion: its 
consequences, should it succeed, I cannot mis- 
take. 

The said Act of 25th Geo. If. has been the 
great instrument of producing the advantages 
to which I have had the honour of allading.— 
Under it, several Minor Theatres have been 
established, at which plays have been acted for 
many yeare; at sums of money have been 
invested, hundreds of persons have found con- 
stant employment, and considerably more 
than halfa milliont of persons have the means 
of being thus gratified, who can neither atford 
the time or the money to visit the large theatres; 
too large, indeed, for this humble description of 
play-goers to see or hear, when they have gain- 
ed admittance. 


It is true that this statute does not express 
more than “‘ public dancing, music, and such like 
public entertainments.’’ During, however, the 
seventy-seven years of its existence, its terms 
have been rarely cavilled at. When the East 
London Theatre (then called the Royalty) was 
binlt, about fifty years back, its performances 
were opposed by the Patent Theatres. The late 
John Palmer-was ruined by the attempt; but so 
strong was public seniiment on the occasion, 
that after a short time persecution ceased, and 
plays continued to be performed there, till the 
recent destruction of the house by fire. I be- 
lieve that the question as to the right of the 
Minor Theatres to act plays was again raised 
about ten or twelve years since, when the pro- 
prietors of Drury-lane indicted Mr. Glossop for 
allowing a Mr. Booth to perform the character 
of Virginius, or Richard the Third. Conviction 
followed; but such were the remarks made 
by the Bench, and such the comments of the 
Press, that no further prosecution followed till 
lately: when it is understood that the Lessee of 
Drury-lane insisted upon his exclusive right to 
perform plays, in conjunction with Covent-gar- 
deo, under what is called Killigrew’s Patent, 
and required a deduction from the reat, or that 
his lessors should prosecute the Minor Theatres. 
The latter was preferred. The Coburg was 
first selected; but with a frank intimation, that 
each of the others should be taken in their turn, 
unless they would wholly abstain from theatrical 
representations. This proceeding led to such 
inquiries, as showed that Drury-lane itself lived 
in a house vet os Killigrew’s famous patent 
was submitted to the opinion of Counsel, as 
well as the notorious fact of that house having 
pias many altered, and new pieces of different 

inds, without having sent copies to the Lord 
Chamberlain, or obtaining authority from that 
functionary. Counsel‘ts 3 @ held that | 
the validity of the patent was extremely doubt- 
ful, it having been granted by Charles the Se- 
cond, in contravention of the 21st Jameé¥. cap. 
3, which takes from the crown the privilege of 
granting ee or any charter, grant or 
concession tending thereto: and, that, as respect- 
ed the non-notice to the Lord Chamberlain, and 
the consequent playing, without his authority, 
if such be the fact, the license to Drury-lane 
had ‘* ceased and determined, and was become 
void in law.’’ These conclusions, however 
sound, could not be pleaded in bar to the action 
brought against the Coburg. The Judge signi- 
ficantly remarked, that the Court were not an- 
swerable for the framing of the law, but only for 
its administration; and that, rigorous as it might 
appear, the Jury had no alternative. 


Had Drury-lane Theatre persevered in its 
threatened course of severity, the Minor Thea- 
tres must, in their own defence, liave called upon 
its proprietors to show whether their own license 
was not forfeited. From this conclusion of law 
nothing can relieve them but an Act of Parlia- 
ment; and, unusual and unconstitutional as it is, 
to legislate between the King’s Courts and its 
suitors, the party to be served by this Act are 
too powerfully connected and too influential not 
to succeed, unless you, Sir, as the head of the 
Home Department, ehall step forth and protect 
the public, it being hut too obvious, that the 
lessee of Drury-lane Theatre waits only for this 
act of oblivion and indemnity, to commence a 
course of litigation that cannot bat crush the 
Minor Theatres, who even collectively will be 
found too weak to contend with so gigantic an 
adversary! 


With regard to the conduct of the Minor 
Theatres in Surrey, it would be happy for the 
rising generation, if the Patent Theatres could 
prove as correct an administration of their au- 
thority as belongs to Astley’s, the Surrey, and 
the Coburg. It is well known that police offi- 
cers attend at those theatres during the whole 
of the performance; that under a late Act (1 be- 
Lieve introduced by yourself) they are paid by 
the preceptor that they report every morning 
to the Magistrates at Union-hall the closing 
time of the preceding evening, and whether or 
no there has been any disorder or breach of 
the peace. These reports are entered in a 
book kept for that purpose, which may elways 
be referred to. The other Minor Theatres may, 
for aught that I know to the contrary, be equal- 
ly well managed. : 

Neither would their moral character suffer by 
a similar comparison. It happened but lately, 
that while one of the great Theatres was edify- 
ing its audience by the representation of the 
Beggar's Opera, the rabble, as they have been 
termed, were giving a tear tothe fate of George 
Barnwell at one of the small ones! A recent 
instance may be enough to refer to on this head. 
On Easter Monday last, it is said there were 
three thousand persons assembled at one of those 
proscribed theatres. During the first piece they 
were, as usual on that night, too uproarious and

FROM THE PACIFIC. 


By the arrival of the ship Peruvian, Capt. 
Holbrook, in 72 days from Valparaizo to the 
Capes, we have received a file of the papers of 
that city to the 5th of April. 

The following is the only article of intelli- 
gence relating to Chili, which they furnish, 
and which we extract from the South American 
Gazette of the 20th of March. 

For the information of those of our readers 
who reside at a distance, we merely state that 
this place has lately received a visit from the 
Vice-President of the Republic, and some of the 
heads of Department. The result of this visit, 
as far as we are able to judge, has been to put 
the different fortifications about the town in bet- 
ter order, to create an entire new Resguardo, 
having dismissed all the old officera, and the 
having passed a decree forbidding the boats of 
men of war, and those of all other vessels, land- 
ing in the Almendral for the purpose of obtain- 
ing their necessary supplies of water. Upon 
the propriety of these two last measures we of- 
fer no opinion, not wishing to mix in either the 
disputes 6r politics of the country. 

From Bolivia we learn that General Santa 
Cruz had arrived in that country, had been 
elected President, and had in some measure suce 
ceeded in calming the political agitation there. 
A Colonel Armaza had been elected Vice-Presi- 
dent. By a proclamation of this Armaza, who 
appears to have been at the head of the troops 
who effected the late revolution, we perceive it 
stated that General Blanco was shot in the con- 
fusion of the actual revolt; and not put to death 
in a more barbarous manner, as stated in the 
following paragraph. It is certainly possible 
that his death might have been an accident; and 
then again, it is equally possible that it might 
not. 

‘* A revolution has recently been effected in 
Bolivia, and the President and Vice-President 
arrested, and the former, General Blanco, shot 
—probably with about as much justice, and 
much the same forms, as those used for the as- 
sassination of Don Manuel Dorrego in Buenos 
Ayres.”’ 


Extract from the Log Book of the Ship Pernvian. 

May 16, 1829.—Lat. 17°, 8, long. 30° 45, 
West at 5 hours 30 minutes, A. M. winds light 
from N. E. by E. saw a very suspicious looking 
8 masted Lugger, half mile distant on the lee 
beam, painted black, about 60 or 70 tons, stand- 
ing by the wind as ourselves. Fortunately the 
wind increasing we forereached her; this ena- 
bled us to bear away, the lugger bearing away 
and evidently in chase. At 7 A. M., finding 
we outsailed her, she hauled by the wind to the 
N.E. Spanish colours were shown in answer 
to our flag. 


Since writing the above, we have received 
the following letter from our very intelligent 
and attentive correspondent.—We shall give, 
hereafter, an interesting description from the 
same hand; of Lima, Callao, &c. 

**CaLtLao Harbor, Feb. 12. 1829. 

**We have at this moment in port, an interest- 
ing display of American shipping; from the peaks 
of eighteen or twenty vessels, of a large class, 
the stars and stripes are proudly streaming to the 
wind.—The brig James Beacuam, of Balti- 
more, is thought to be a model, and in my hum- 
ble opinion a Chef d’euvre in the art of Ship 
building. —Had your townsman constructed such 
a vessél in a Roman Province, during the com- 
mercial days of that Republic, as an Alien, he 
would have been entitled to the immunities of a 
Roman Citizen, perhaps have borne the honors 
of an Ovation. 

** The prohibitory restrictions on our com- 
merce, will go into operation on the 15th io- 
stant, which has caused, at this particular time, 
a rush of vessels to this point—a large quantity 
of our exports have consequently been thrown 
into the market. Itis thought the speculation 
will turn out favourably to those immediately 
concerned, but our commerce will be ultimately 
prejudiced should they persist in the carrying 
inte execution their prohibito~y measures. If 1 
am allowed to conjecture, I think the present 
state of the country favourable to a repeal of 
the Law, orat least its postponement. A large 
amount of the revenue arises from those articles 
which the tariff excludes from consump'ion, for 
which they at present stand in much need, and 
of which they will not only deprive themselves, 
but cut off from the treasury a considerable 
branch of its receipts. The poverty of the 
people, the exhausted state of the finances and 
the recessity of maintaining their present War 
Establishment, will, in all probability, induce 
them to relax or modify the existing law. But 
I think there is no question that prohibition of 
all agricultural products 13 the evident and un- 
disputable policy of this country. The refulgent 
Sun that pours her gemial beams upon the plains 
of Peru, quickens mto life all the necessanes 
and most of the luxuries of life; they only want 
the hand of industry to modify and direct the 
boneficence of nature.’’ 











A letter from a gentleman in Kingston, Up- 
per Canada, to his friend in Rochester, New-

ticulars:—On Friday, the 4th of June, a young

_ wife of a Mr. Willis, a Portrait Pgiater: but he 
‘refused to recognize her as such, and advised 
her to return to Rochester, whence she had 
come. Mortified and heart-broken with his cold- 
ness and brutality—for she had travelled alone 
and unprotected through many towns of Cana- 
da in search of him—she next evening procured 
some arsenic, and poisoned herself on Sunda 
morning. She lived for a few minutes only af- 
ter taking the arsenic. The testimony oo the 
coroner’s inquest proved that her maiden name 
was Laura Botton—that she had been a miliner 
in Rochester—that Willis married her ia the 
spring of last year, after an acquaintance of 
two or three days—and that a few days after 
marriage, he set off for Canada, taking with 
him part of her clothing, &c and promising to 
returm or send for‘her. After waiting acon- 
siderable time, without hearing from him, she 
departed in search of him, and her fate on ind- 
ing him was as above stated. Her funeral was 
attended by a number of Canadians and Ameri- 
cans, all indignant at the inhuman conduct of 
her husbaud.

SODUS CANAL AND LAKE ONTARIO. 


Lake Ontario being the last great link in the 
chain of our inland seas and the great reservoir 
of their waters, washing the shores of this state 
and those of the British Provinces, must have 
a commercial state, and national importance 
which can never attach to any one of the other 
great lakes, and it is, at this moment, a point 
of the deepest interest to statesmen. Situate 
midway between the Atlantic and the extreme 
western lakes, it hasthe prospect, when the Wel- 
land canal shall be in operation, of being the 
depot for articles of consumption thousands of 
miles in both directions. It isnowno longer to 
be regarded merely as the path of the fur tra- 
der, but as a point of intense obsérvation to 
statesmen, anda focus for concentrating the pro- 
duce trade and wealth of a more extended, fer- 
tile and flourishing tract of country than is to 
be found in all Europe. 

The Welland and Rideau canals, now con- 
struciing in Canada, under the auspices of the 
British government, are intended to open a 
shin navigation from the upper lakes to Mon- 


ltreal, with ihe view of diverting the trade of 


those waters to that city. It concerns this state 
to maintain the preference af New York, by 
increasing the facilities for the exit of this com- 
merce from Lake Ontario to a Southern mar- 
ket: but two channels can be opencd for this 
purpose on the south side of Lake Ontario—the 
Sodus and Oswego canals; at the entrance of 
the former, nature has, in her beneficence, aptip 
provided a harbour unequalled onthe lakes, and 
excelled by few, if any, in the world; to the lat- 
ter she has denied one, and art cannot supply 
the deficiency. Great Sodus Bay, must, there- 





fore, become the principal depot in all our

Moreover, 
the coal beds in Pennsylvania are but [itt'e 
over 100 miles south of Great Sodus Bay, and 
the jon of the Sodus and Chemung ca- 
nals will open a direct navigation to them, when 
the tonnage of this article for the circle of 
Lake Ontario, and perhaps Montreal, cannot 
fail to be very considerable. 

To the important resulis of the Sodas canal 
on the commercial interests of this state, are to 
be superadded the immense water power cre- 
ated by it for manufacturing purposes, which, 
having supplies from a source lasting as the 
Erie canal, and durable as the lakes, with a 
fall of 120 feet of water from Montezuma to 
‘Lake Ontario, 114 feet of which is within half a 
mile of the bay, where the power may be mul- 
tiplied at pleasure—presents a field for enter- 
prise to the manufacturer every way adapted to 
his taste, ample as the wants of the country, 
and beautrfully located at the spot he would 
choose for a ready intercourse with the ocean 
and our great western lakes.—.Vew York Cou- 
rier and Enquirer. 

Extract of a letter dated 
HAVANA, June 2d 1829. 

“Owing to numerous arrivals within a few 
days, and the severity with which the rainy sea- 
son has set in, Out market has recently assumed 
avery unfavourable aspect. The heavy rains 
have been, and will be, we apprehend, of great 
detriment to us; as the difficulty of transporta- 
tion from the interior not only prevents our usual 
supply, and cousequently creates an advance io 
price, but the quality of the sugar is very mate- 
rially deteriorated. 

**Reports as to an expedition to Mexico have 
been a long time in circulation here, and the ar- 
rival of the Correro, ina short passage from 
Cadiz, has confirmed these expectations beyond 
a doubt; in the Correro came passenger Briga- 
dier General Barradas, Colonel of the regiment 
de la Corunna, at present stationed in this city; 
in consequence of his arrival, and varios war- 
like indications on the part of the Government, 
there are a great variety of reports in circulation, 
The determination to fit out an expedition is 
universally accredited here, and the subject of 
B. G. Barradas’ visit, is, it is said, to make ar- 
rangements with his Excellency the Governor, to 
join the expedition with five thousand troops 
from this Island—and vessels have already been 
chartered for this purpose. The point of dis- 
embarkation is not precisely known. 

An order was yesterday issued from the In- 
tendant, to go intu immediate effect, imposing a 
duty of five dollars per bbl. on Spanish Flour im- 
ported in foreign bottoms. Much dissatisfaction 
is expressed on account of it, and curses both 
loud and deep, upon the author of this harsh 
and unjustifiable measure. ‘‘To meet the exi- 
gencies of the moment’’—and an order is daily 
expected from Spain to that effect, are the rea- 
sons he assigns for enforcing it so suddenly and 
so rigorously. 

Many think an embargo will be laid for a few 
days, and it is highly probable there will be— 
should it be the case, it will not continue we 
hope more than a short time.
